STANLEY SAEE. 

Very gratifying, indeed, is tho news puh- 
lislied yesterday morning that Sttinley, 
when lust heard from, was alive and well. 
Woliad cabled to usa circunistantialaceount 
of his inaKsiuire, •.vliich was received with 
a pang of regret by all who have followed 
tile fortunes of tli.at intrejiid traveler. 
Ileiiiy M. .Stanley was born near Den- 
high, in Wales, in 1840. When throe 
years old ho was placed in tho poor house 
of .St. Asaph, where ho remained ten 
years, and received an education which 
enabled hiiii to teach in school. At the 
age of lifteeii he sailed as cabin-boy in a 
vessel bound lo New Orleans. Here he 
wiis adopted by a merchant named Stttn- 
ley, whose name he took in place of his 
original one, which was John Rowlands. 
His patron died without leaving a will, 
and young Stanley was left to his own re- 
siuirces. He enlisted in the eoiifoderate 
army, was made a piisiuier, and stihse- 
(juently joined tho federal service, beoom- 
iiig a |)etty otlicor on a war steamer. After 
tho close of the war he became a news- 
paper correspondent, and in 1807 was 
sent by tho Now York Herald as its cor- 
resiiondent with the British army in 
.\byssinia, and subseiiiieiitly traveled in 
Spain and elsewbeie. He was liiially 
si.nt by the coiulnctor of the llnald to 
lind Ur. Livingstone, of whom notbing 
had been heard h>r more than two years. 
Stanley reached Zaiizihar, on the east 
coast of Africa, early in .lanuary, 1871, 
.ind on the '28th of October reacheil 
I'jiji, on Lake Tanganyika, wluire Liv- 
iiigslone had just arrived from the south- 
west. Stanley remained with him until 
b'ebruary, 1872, when Livingstone started 
on a journey from which he never re- 
1 iirned, and Stanley made his way back 
lo iMiiope, The f,J<it of this exploit in- 
duced tlu. conductor.s of the Nuw York 
ll,nil,l and of the London iJailii Tdf- 
iiiajih to send him, at their own e.xpunse, 
on another African expedition. He 
reached Zanzibar in the antnmii of 1.S74, 
.md learning that Livingstone was dead, 
resoKed to gn northw estward and explore 
I he region of Lake. N'lctoria N'yau/.a. 
I'his, after iiKUiy encounters with the na- 
tives, he reached in February, 187o, and 
touiul it lo he the largest body of fresh 
w ater on thu globe, having an area of 
40.UU0 square miles, lie then pushed 
westward towards Lake Albert N'yanza, 
.iiul was able to satisfy himself that it was 
Hot, as h.id hcen nenefally supposed, eoii- 
iiected with l..ake Tang.aiiyiUa. Forced 
by the hostility of the natives to ri'turn 
lo I jiji, lie determiiieil to descend the 
great river discovered by Livingstone, 
.iiiil believed by him to he tlie Nile, but 
which others tiiought was the t."ongo, .'ind 
named by Livingstone the Lnalaha, and 
liy Stanley the Li\ingsto;ie. The de- 
scent, ciiielly by canoes, ooeu- 
jiied him eight months, cost 
bini the lives of thirty-live out 
of his one hundred and llfty men, and 
was aceoinphslicd under ihe greatest ililli- 
eiilth'S aiul privations. On reaching a 
setllenieiit oil the coast, ;i I'ort iiL;uese na- 
tional vessel look biiii to .St. Paul de 
Luanda, whence an English vessel emi- 
veyed the (Hirty to tho Cape of (oi.nl 
Hope, and tliLMice to Zanzibar. Here his 
iiu.-u Were left at their home; and Stanley 
re, idled hhigland in Fohruary, llSTS. lie 
has published all aecouiir. of his lirst e.x - 
pedit ion under the title "llow I Found 
Livingstone," 1872. OI his other expe- 
itit ion an account is given in •'Through 
the. Dark Continent," 1878, of w iiicb an 
•I limited edition was i)nbliHlieil in iM.Sf). 
The I'resideiil uf the l''reneli Oi'oi^raphi- 
eal .Society presented the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor to Mr. .Stanley at the 
fcjorbonne, I'arift, on June 28tli, 1878. In 
1.S7'.(-H'2 he visited Africa again, under 
the auspices of the .-Xfrican lnterniitii>ii;il 
.\ssociat ion, founded at lirussels. Tlie 
ohjuet he held in view w.is lo develop the 
great basin of Ihe liver Congo, The 
King of the lielgiaiis devoted from bis 
private purse .L'r)0,UOO per annum towards 
this costly enterprise. He completed the 
ivork in 1H84, having established trading 
sl.-il ions along the Congo river from its 
nil. mil to Stanley fool. 1,400 miles hy 
ri\(.r. Ill liSSa he published "The Congo 
.iiid the l''ouiidiiitr of it.s Free State." .M 
the end of LS.Sli Mr. Stanley was cliaroed 
with the organi/atiiin of an e-Xpedilloii for 
the relief of Kniiii Pasha, and on .l.anuary 
L'hh, |iS,S7, w.as presented with the lioii- 
i.rary freedom of the City of Lnndoii. 
.-^laiiley said ijn the 17tli tluit the expe- 
dition would gu by way <jf Zanzibar; tliat 
the enterprise would cost §100,000, and 
that it would leave Zanzibar composed of 
a I hoiisaiid men, ( )f tliese 800 would he 
|-^ii..^lish and the lest natives of Zanzibar, 
lie I'.xpei'tid lhal the news of the prngroHs 
of the e.xpeditimi would re.ach Lniope liy 
.luly. And so, oil' he went into the heart 
of Africa on one of the most noble ipiests 
it has over been given man to seek. .\ 
world lias followed him in imagination in 
his w anileriii'.,'s.liopino that the lira\e soul 
w oiilil eouii- sah'ly mil of the wild lands 
w here I'hiiiii lley was pcrhajis lying dead.

INDIAN MDEDEEERS. | 

Mupt. Eoyeraft Arrives "With Miller uuU 
UriUK'i Hnrdererf— Olae to the Seabinl 
Kyite»y-:-A|.WltaeM';Jiunp8 . 
!' Overboard. ' 

I'he steamer Skidegate arrived yester- 
day morning with three prisoners and the 
liroviuoial police who left hero with Supt. 
Roycraft to arrest tho murdorois of Dring 
and Miller, and to eudeavur to solve the 
schooner Soabird mystery. Tho result of 
thoir trip has proved most satisfactory. 
After leaving Nanaimo, where supplies 
were taken aboan)^ / fche party went, to 
Coiuox, and on entering the harbor a 
canoe containing two Indians and a wo- 
man was observed. The vessel steamed 
up to tho canoe and one of the Indians, 
whose name is Quimlet, was recognized 
as tho man wanted for the murder of 
Dring and Miller. He gave up without a 
struggle and wua put in irons. The next 
morning tho party went to Duncan 
bay, about 35 miles further north, where 
two Indian guides wore secured, after 
which the vessel proceoded to several log- 
ging camps and villages, and learnt that 
one of the men wanted for the murder of 
the crew of the Soabird, was at King's 
logging camp, Valdez Island. On reaching 
that point Officers Flewin and Miller were 
sent, to the camp, wdiere thoy found their 
mail.

Tho police 
biiiiid a one armed shirt, which, with the 
other evidonce, convinced thi:m that 
Captain Henry Moore and his conipaiiiolis 
were massacred. Their discoveries,coU|)led 
with the confession of one of the Indians, 
will no doubt bring the perpetrators 
of the awful crime to speody trial. 
-Alert Bay was the next jioiiit visited 
and iiiforimitioii, which led to ilic arrest 
of Huvoral Indians, was gained. The con- 
fossion as suited in the report received by 
the Boscowitz is said to be incorrect. A 
confession was made, though, which our 
inforiiiant would not divulge, and which 
will be kept secret unt il later on. ( >ii the 
way down, an lndi;ili, who had been ar- 
rested as a witlicsa jumped overboard at 
Salt iSiu-ing Island and esc-iped in the 
bushes. Ollicer I'Tewin stayed boliind to 
re-arrest him if possible. The escape of 
this man, however, will not atl'ect the con- 
viction of tho prisoners, an Supt. Roycraft 
has still another one who will appear 
against them.
